ET me take a little space in this 
stamp paper to tell you of my re- 
cent trip to New York City. I 


L would by no means suggest that 


New York was heaven, but incidental to 
my trip there I did go “to Heaven on 
the T. W. A.” 


There have been some remarkable 
things happening in our Philatelic world. 
It is to be regretted that stamp publi- 
cations in the territory where these 
events have happened have found it de- 
sirable from their point of view to 
overlook or not see or know about things 
which are to be of vital interest and 
importance to the future of our hobby. 
It was in order that I might see and dis- 
cuss at first hand with the genius who 
is responsible for the things that have 
happened and for the revolution and the 
revelations that will come to stamp col- 
lecting that I determined to go to New 
York and learn first hand. 


A short time before Thanksgiving 
(first) I wrote to the Philatelic Research 
Laboratories, Inc., 394 Park Avenue, 
New York City and expressed by inter- 
est in what I understood was being done 
in the way of Scientific Study of 
Stamps. 


It is due the man who is respon- 
sible for this great undertaking, that I 
say here and now that the man behind 
this work is Y. Souren of the Y. Souren 
Co., of New York. I want to also say 
here and now and I realize fully that 
I am crawling away out on the end of 
a limb when I make the statement, 
nevertheless, the future history of Phil- 
ately will, when the honest story is told, 
Point to Y. Souren as a genius, a man 
who has accomplished more for our hob- 


by than any other collector in genera- 
ons. 


Following my letter to the Labora- 
tories I was called by long distance 
Phone at my home a few evenings later. 
Mr. Souren spoke to me and invited me 
to come to New York and see what was 
being done. He suggested that I fly as

correspondence, arranging a date I did 
arrange to leave Columbus on the 2:24 
plane on Thanksgiving Afternoon. This 
plane was due in Newark Airport at 6:18 
in the evening. 

After my decision to fly I could not 
help but think the matter over and to 
recall my past feeling that I preferred 





Prior to this conversation I was one; to keep on the ground. I even thought 


that I should celebrate the occasion by 
getting out a cacheted cover and having 
a drawing made showing myself before 
getting on the plane. I visioned a 
drawing of myself with my knees wob- 
bling and a cold chill crawling up my 
spine. 

However time was short and I had no 
opportunity to prepare this great First 
Flight Cover, so Cover collecters will 
have to go without this cover for their 
collections. 

Come Thanksgiving morning, I called 
friends of Mrs. Linn and myself and 
invited them to the Airport for a 
Thanksgiving Dinner and to see me off 
on the plane. We had a pleasant time 
discussing my coming venture and since 
Mrs. Linn had flown before she was 
helpful in assuring me that I would 
like the trip and enjoy the sights and 
that I would have no ill feeling from the 
venture. 

The plane for Pittsburgh and points 
east was one of the large 21-passenger 
Douglas Liners. It arrived on time, my 
friend had brought his camera and I 
had my picture taken with the plane in 
grand style. In fact so much attenion 
was attracted that one of the plane 
passengers asked the cameraman what 
celebrity was expected on the plane. 

After a brief preparation, the plane 
took off, sailed into the air without any 
feeling whatever that we had left the 
ground. We were off to Pittsburgh and 
naturally I gazed out the window as 
the countryside of Eastern Ohio has 
many familiar landmarks. The trip to 
Pittsburgh is of about an hour’s dura- 
tion and on landing there I stepped 
off the plane, expecting my knees to 
knock together or to have some other 
internal feeling that was unusual. I want 
to say now that such was not the case. 
I had no other sensation than one would 
not have by stepping from a train or 
automobile. I was astonished that I had 
done so well on my initial flight. 

There is however a feeling in one’s 
ears, the same feeling that you get 
from altitude and frequently in elevators 
in high buildings. Your ears stop up, but 
a few quick swallows will relieve that 
feeling immediately. I was told this after 
I had previously discovered a way to 
get rid of the feeling.

cold I used my handkerchief and found 
on taking one good blow of my nose 
that the ears snapped right out imme- 
diately.

Heroes On Your Stamps, by John 
Gregory, published by Alfred A. Knopf, 
Inc., 501 Madison Ave., New York City, 
248pp. 512x8'%, cloth bound, illustrated, 
price $2.00 of publisher or bookstores. As 
the title implies this book is a collection 
of biographies in condensed form of all 
the persons portrayed on or commemo- 
rated by U. S. postage stamps. Illustra- 
tions of original paintings and busts 
used for models for the stamp designs are 
illustrated of some stamps; as well as the 
stamps themselves. The author is a 14- 
year-old boy who has written these biog- 
raphies remarkably well and in a manner 
interesting to the junior collector.

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The Answer To Your Question Is ... 





Is the collecting of revenue stamps 
illegal? That question can be answered 
“yes and no.” There are some types of 
revenues which may not be removed 
from the original container, and others 
which are required to be “destroyed” 
before container is opened. The term 
“destroyed” however is generally inter- 
preted as the tearing of the stamp which 
is used as a seal. The various revenue 
stamps listed in the Scott Specialized 
U. S. Catalogue are all legally obtain- 
able (and retainable) by stamp collec- 
tors. Others either are banned or in 
dispute. It is known however that col- 
lectors interested, have such stamps, and 
in .at least one instance, government 
attempts to seize such a collection were 
unsuccessful in court. Unused revenue 
stamps of many kinds are not sold to 
those who are not legally required to 
use them and that accounts for the ab- 
sence of listings of revenues unused. 





Cuba 1-peso gray, type of 1914, rou- 
letted apparently, overprinted in two 
curved lines “TIMBRE NACIONAL”. 
A reader asks what it is. This is a rev- 
enue stamp, for collecting national taxes. 
Many postage stamps of the Latin- 
Americas are known with overprints of 
similar nature. Though “Timbre” means 
literally “stamp” it is generally used in 
reference to revenue stamps, while 
“sello” which also means stamp, is used 
generally in reference to postage stamps. 





“What is meant by ‘Manuscript Can- 
cellation’ in the catalogue under the 
listing of the 5c and 10c 1847 U. S. and 
what is the difference if any between 
this type of cancel and ‘Pen and ink’ on 
the Civil War Revenues?” They are 
both the same, being by pen and ink, 
though the custom on the revenues was 
to write the date and initials of the user 
on the stamp; while on the postage 
stamps cancelled by pen and ink it was 
customary to cancel the stamp only by 
lines, while the name of the post office 
and the date was written on the envelope 
to the left of the stamp. On later issues 
than the °’47s the pricing of stamps 
with manuscript cancels is omitted as 
these are treated by most collectors as 
poor copies and such cancellation by 
reason of introduction of cancelling de- 
vices is not so common after 1851. The 
quantity of mail sent increased so greatly 
commencing in 1851 with the new low 
rates that more offices had to be supplied 
with handstamps. 





“Just how are perforations of stamps 
measured?” When a stamp is said to be 
perforated “11x10%4” it means that the 
perforation found on the _ horizontal 
sides of the stamp has 11 holes in a 
space of 2 centimetres; and that the 
perforation at the vertical sides is 10% 
holes in a space of two centimetres. A 
very careful measurement should be 





made of stamps which are classified by 
slight difference in number of holes 
such as the 11, 10% and 10 gauges. It 
is best to use a reliable perforation 
gauge, or stamps known to have a cer- 
tain gauge perforation may be used by 
laying alongside the stamp being classi- 
fied. In the catalog listings of perfora- 
tions such as “11x10” it always gives the 
top perforation first, then the right side 
(and if only the two gauges are quoted 
the sides opposite these are the same 
gauges, unless of course the stamp has 
one or two straight-edges). Some stamps 
are known with three or even four dif- 
ferent perforations on the same stamp, 
and these are described properly as “11x- 
10x10” which indicates the bottom is 
gauge 10; if a fourth perforation is given, 
that would be that of the left side. The 
order of gauges in catalogue descriptions 
is top, right side, bottom and left side. 
However these last are rarely found and 
can be easily faked, so collectors can for 
the most part forget them. 





A 2c red stamp with a scenic view 
titled “Republica de Cuba” at top and 
“Canada” at bottom is submitted. This 
is one of a long series of stamps (23 in 
all) which were sold at Cuban post of- 
fices on April 10, 1937 and which Scott’s 
do not list, except for a note after stamp 
No. 340. The series was to “honor” 
Artists and Authors of the Americas 
and one stamp was allotted to each 
country, and various portraits and scenes 
may be found upon them. The one “hon- 
oring” the U. S. depicted Lincoln. 





“Is there anything which will take the 
dirt off without permanently injuring the 
cover?” Gum erasers are frequently 
used, but very carefully and this is not 
recommended for general use. Ivory 
soap and water, gently applied have 
been used to clean entire covers which 
have been unfolded, dried in that form, 
and then folded back together again. 
Watermark detecting fluids such as re- 
fined benzol will remove grease and dirt 
but they too must be carefully applied 
and as most of these are highly inflam- 
mable, “No Smoking” must be the rule 
while using it. Best advice is to experi- 
ment first with envelopes or stamps you 
will not miss if damaged. Linprint’s 
“Nick Carter” watermark detecting 
fluid will not explode we might mention 
as it is non-inflammable.

In “Broadway Chatter’ in your issue of 
November 18th we note a paragraph whereby 
New York Wholesalers are expressing surprise . 
that they are getting back German New Issues 
which they have been sending to us and other 
Canadian dealers. 

I think we can safely assume that we should 
be more surprised than they at the fact of 
their sending us contraband goods. Common 
sense should tell them that, naturally we can- 
not deal in the stamps of the enemy, and to do 
so would make us liable for heavy fines. This 
prohibition affects any new issues issued by the 
enemy. The reason is quite simple, in that, to 
handle them would increase their revenue, and 
hence, prolong the war. Of course it seems 
infinitesimal by itself, but in the aggregate ev- 
erything counts up. We are quite free to deal 
in obsolete issues but not new issues.

CLASSICS 


While most of the new collectors are 
going after the Presidential series there 
are a few collectors who are quietly 
filling in the so called CLASSICS. Just 
exactly what classics are as far as pre- 
cancels are concerned are not agreed 
upon by all and sundry. To speak gen- 
erally they are OLD PRECANCELS, 
but just how old is the point that is 
not agreed upon. When the term 
CLASSIC was first used it generally was 
understood that the precancels up to and 
including the 1908-12 issue were the 
classics. Later the 1914 perf. 10s were 
included and now there are some that 
take in the 1917-22 issue. My personal 
opinion is that CLASSICS should be no 
later than the perf. 12 issue of 1908-14. 
This period I think ends the pioneer 
days of precancels and the period of gen- 
eral use began with the perf. 10 issue 
of 1914. At that though, I don’t think 
any rigid rule should be set and I or 
any other collector should concede a 
fellow collector the point if he wished to 
call his 1914 or even his 1917 issue pre- 
cancels “CLASSICS.” 


BREAKS 


You mission mix hunters and job lot 
hounds will run across a number of 
breaks in the city type precancels that 
you unearth. Breaks on handstamps are 
not worthy of even considering and a 
lot of the breaks on the printed pre- 
cancels are not worth fooling with but 





there are some outstanding breaks on 
regularly used electros that are worth 
laying aside. Some are listed in the 
catalog or mentioned. State specialists 
generally track these items down but 
the general collector if he is getting 
a number of items from some certain city 
which has a pronounced break can do 
a little specializing without becoming 
a fanatic. Make sure it is a true break 
and that it happens at least on two de- 
nominations and I would think it worthy 
of inclusion in your collection. You will 
find pronounced breaks on the old Min- 
neapolis U-3 type, Cleveland, O., U-10, 
Jackson, Mich., U-1. Oakland, Calif., 
and Utica, N. Y., in their U-1 plates 
had several parts of the upper and 
lower lines missing. Tampa, Fla., U-16 
the double line type had a bad break 
that was constant. There are no doubt 
other breaks of equal importance and on 
some of the later emissions too that you 
will come across. The ones I spoke of 
above are not real recent but are likely 
to be in mixtures and the like that have 
been around awhile. The reason I never 
mention breaks very much is that I am 
afraid the beginner will place too much 
emphasis on them which is really a lot 
of nonsense. I remember a collector who 
once sent me an approval book full of 
printed precancels all with fly speck 
breaks on them and marked at prices 
that would knock your hat off. That 
kind of thing I try to discourage be- 
cause it is harmful to all concerned.

WASHINGTON IRVING 


Characterized as the first American after the Revolution 
to obtain literary recognition abroad, Washington Irving 
was the American discoverer of the short story, and 
one of the best of our essayists. He was born at New 
York City, April 3, 1783. He studied to become a law- 
yer, but before the age of 20 under a psuedonym had 
contributed articles to a newspaper of which his brother 
was editor. In 1809 his literary fame was made by the 


“A History of New York from the Be- 


ginning of the World to the End of the Dutch Dynasty 
by Diedrich Knickerbocker”; a humorous, satirical book. 
During the War of 1812 he served on the staff of New 
York’s governor and later went to London, where he 
was well received as his fame had preceded him. The 


“The Sketch-Book of Geoffrey Crayon, 


Gent.” in 1819-20 which included the famous stories of 
Rip Van Winkle and the Legend of Sleepy Hollow made him immensely popular. 
Irving traveled throughout Europe in the next twelve years, his stay in Spain 
resulting in several serious historical works on that country and Columbus. In 
1841 he was appointed Minister to Spain and lived in that country until 1846 and 
upon returning to this country retired to his home at Sunnyside, near Tarrytown, 
N. Y. His later works did not have the popular appeal of the earlier ones and his 
serious works, histories and biographies lacked the popular characteristics of his 


humorous works.

So take your breaks with a grain of salt 
and get fun out of your collection. 


NoTES 

A collector called my attention to the 
Lincoln, Nebr., no period varieties that 
are listed in the regular edition but 
omitted in the new Specialized. As I 
pointed out before this book was printed 
that the Number One edition would 
have to be the trial edition and each 
succeeding number would be more and 
more complete as more collectors check 
over the work and help out with their 
findings.—The Central Ohio Precancel 
Club will meet in Columbus this month 
at the Chittenden Hotel, Sunday after- 
noon Dec. 17th.—Came across a nice 
Ohio president.

INVERTS. 

A few fundamentals. During the com- 
ing season many collectors will be sort- 
ing accumulations and mixtures for pre- 
cancels. They will no doubt from time 
to time come across some upside down 
or inverted precancels, which they may 
have been informed are very scarce. I 
would if possible like to set those collect- 
ors right if I can, and debunk the in- 
verted bogey for once and all. In the 
first place the inverts that occur in 
printed form are definitely better than 
those made by handstamps but are not 
by any means stamps that you can ex- 
pect to put you on easy street. From 
some cities inverts are almost as common 
as normal prints, from others somewhat 
scarcer. The catalog lists and prices the 
printed inverts and generally comes 
pretty close to the true value or at least 
the relative scarcity of the two posi- 
tions. In handstamps the invert is 
just another variety. The catalog used 
to mention the different positions and 
price them all at the same figure, but 
now it does not even bother to list the 
different positions, assuming that if the 
item is a handstamp it is quite likely 
that it will come inverted, up or down or 
what have you, and once you understand 
the mechanics of precancels you will 
soon see why it would be folly to put a 
premium on inverted handstamp pre- 
cancels. So if you have a printed invert 
it may be a better item than the same 
thing normal, and if it is an inverted 
handstamp it is just another precancel.

Ghost Stamps Come To 
Life 


The Latin-American Unit of the A. 
P. S. has been busy questioning the 
existence of various stamps of the 
Americas which were not known to 
members. Among these was the 8c 
Chile, portrait of General Freire, issue 
of 1912-13, second re-engraving in 1921. 
Col. Ralph Kimble found in his collec- 
tion a copy of the second re- engraving 
(Scott No. 126) so that stamp is no 
longer classed as a ghost stamp. Other 
“ghosts” brought to life were Honduras 
Nos. 259, 270 and 271. These were the 
regular series of 1927-29 overprinted di- 
agonally “1929 a 1930.” In submitting 
a block of these, Dr. Raul D. Mem- 
breno, also showed how the various 
minor varieties occurred. The setting 
was apparently arranged haphazardly 
and some of the overprints on alternate 
stamps were inverted, reading either di- 
agonally up or down. 








Stamps Used by Anti-Nazis 


Quantities of unused stamps of the 
1921 and 1923 issues of the German Re- 
public have been used by enemies of the 
Nazi government to foment Anti-Hitler 
feeling; or so an English paper states. 
It is claimed that the stamps were over- 
printed with slogans such as “Freedom” 
and “Hitler Is War” and pasted every- 
where, even on doors of Nazi head- 
quarters. The overprinting was done out- 
side Germany.

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NOTES ON U. S. ISSUES 





Scott’s Monthly Journal for November 
contains an article on the _ so-called 
semi-official air mail stamps from 
Puerto Rico. In brief, the Vice-President 
of the firm issuing these (Aerovias N. 
Puerto Rico, Inc.) states that they still 
have available for use the first series 
and have received permission from the 
Post Office Dept. to continue to use 
these stamps. A new series is being 
contemplated. Contrary to reports, the 
firm is supposed to have available for 
sale to anyone at face value, the first 
series. These stamps issued for use on 
letters and parcels flown by their planes 
on inter-island routes around Peurto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands which are 
not at present airmail routes. They are 
used in a manner similar to the Canadi- 
an semi-officials. 





Canal Zone post offices are ordinarily 
closed August 15 as the anniversary of 
opening of the canal is a legal holiday. 
This year they were open until noon for 
the sale exclusively of the new com- 
memorative series. No other stamps were 
sold and no other postal business con- 
ducted except the receipt, dispatch, etc., 
of regular mail. 





On the first anniversary broadcast of 
the “Stamp Chats” program over Sta- 
tion WHFC at Chicago, John Fiala 
suggested that a stamp be issued for 
every state. Suggested designs were to 
include outline map of the states with 
motto, state seal, nickname, flower, bird, 
tree, date of admission, all surrounded 
by number of stars corresponding to its 
order of admission. The Cicero-Berwyn 
Philatelic Society endorsed the sugges- 
tion. It was further suggested they all 
be 3c stamps. 





An attractive precancellation has just 
been recorded by the Precancel Bee on 
a 2c 1870 (Reay issue) stamped envel- 
ope, orange paper. The stamp is can- 
celled with a printed circular device 
which imitates the normal postmark, 
being a large circle (about the size of 
stamp) with “Alliance—Ohio” around 
the inside and in center the date “June 
8, 1871.” This was printed on the en- 
velopes at the same time as the lines 
for insertion of address and return card 
of “Shreve’s Postal Indicator.” It is not 
unlikely that some collectors may have 
copies of this precancel cut square and 
have not noticed that it bore a press- 
printed cancellation. The town name 
is in block, sans serifed capital letters 
and the date is in a broad black serifed 
face, unlike any styles of type used in 
hand applied cancels of the period. 





The largest collection of reference ma- 
terial on 20th Century U. S. goes on the 
auction block this month with sale of the 
Max G. Johl collection. From this splen- 
did collection comes most of the ma- 





terial found in the books by Mr. Johl 
and the late Beverly King on 20th 
Century U. S. stamps. It contains many 
unique items such as drawings, essays, 
proofs, etc. Mr. Johl is continuing his 
collection with issues of recent years, 
which will probably serve as basis for 
more volumes on the later issues. 





Wonder how many collectors of U. S. 
Commemoratives when they saw the 
current feature movie “Drums Along the 





Mohawk” thought of the connection be- 
tween that and the name “Oriskany” at 
top of the 2c Burgoyne stamp of 1927? 
Main action of the picture centers 
around this gory ambush by Tories and 
Indians. 





It pays to read carefully catalogue 
descriptions. Several Texas collectors 
discovered that their Austin, Texas, ad- 
hesive Confederate Postmaster Provi- 
sionals were unlisted. None of the 
owners had noticed that Scott’s listing 
was for envelopes only. At least four 
copies of the adhesive, which August 
Dietz accepts as authentic, have been 
found.
